Serious anxiety over the state of 
the United Synagogue’s finances was 
expressed by Mr. H. Gledhill, Joint 
Treasurer with Mr. F. A. Rossdale, 
when he delivered his budget speech 
at last Monday's meeting of the Coun- 
cil of the United Synagogue, over 
which the President, Sir Robert Wale, 
Cohen, K.B.E., presided at Woburn 
House. 


Expenditure. said Mr. Gledhill, was 
mounting so heavily and rapidly that if 
it so continued, not only would ther 
very valuable communal and welfare 
work be endangered, but their assistance 
to their corel gonists in outlying suburbs 
would have to be curtailed. Also 
they would have to cut down expenditure 
in their synagogues. The only alterna- 
tive, which up ull now they had striven 
to avoid, would be to call upon their 
congregants for imecreased membership 
contributions. 


Adverse Balance 


Mr. Gledhill said that from the figures 
shown in the schedule, which. of course, 
did noi meclude the sum received for the 
Rehgious Education Rate, they would 
observe that their incomings for last year. 
including £13.4512 from covenant refunds. 
were £154,753. an increase of £2.216 over 
the previous year. Their outgoings were 
showing the serious increase of 


£9 388 Ihe difference between the 
ordinary synagogue incomings and out- 
goings in 1947 had been favourable to 


the extent of £8,030, but last year actually 
showed an rdiverse balance of £179

Over 700 Jews have been permitted to 
leave the Soviet Zone of Germany for 
Israel during the past four months, it was 
reported here by Mr. |. Antell, Berlin 
Director of the American Joint Distri- 
bution Committee. who has just returned 
from Germany In addition, a small 
but steady stream of displaced persons 
is leaving Berlin each month for Israel 
and the Umted States 

Despite this movement, said Mr. Antell, 
emigration would not fully answer the 
problem of Berlin's 7.200 Jews, more than 
SO per cent of whom were elderly people 
who could not easily be resettled. This

FASCIST REVIVAL IN 


[From our Own Correspondent—Paris] 


The termination of the denazification 
programme in Germany and Austria and 
the return of Nazis to key positions has 
given new heart to fascists and former 
Nazi collaborators in other European 
countries, especially in France and Italy. 

in this country, the fascisis have been 
further encouraged by reports that the 
authorities are planning a_ general 
amnesty for all collaborators serving 
prison sentences. It has already been 
announced that Xavier Vallat, who, as 
Vichy Commissioner for Jewish Affairs, 
was responsible for the deportation and 
murder of 120,000 French Jews, is shortly 
to be released. He was sentenced in 
December, 1947, to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment. 

Fascist groups, composed mainly of 
former collaboraiors, are springing up 
throughout France. a faci which is caus- 
ing considerable anxiety to Jewish 
leaders. These groups conduct their 


activities quite openly and with little 
interference from the authorities. Their 
anti-Semitic lInterature is widely distri- 


buted. In addition, many bookshops 
are again displaying anti-Semitic works. 
including the French edition of * Mein 
Kampf.’ and books by the late quisling 
premier, Laval 

French fascists have little to fear. even 
when they overstep the mark and are 
brought before the courts. Maurice Bar- 
deche, for example, author of a violently 
anti-Semitic book, “ Nuremberg and the 
Promised Land.” which tries to justify 
the Nazi extermination of European 
Jewry, was acquitted by a Paris court. 
At the same time, another Paris court 
tined a Jewish woman-—a former mmate 
of Auschwitz, whose husband was mur- 
dered by the Nazis--46,000 francs (£45) 
for striking a woman who had stated: 
“It was a pity that Hitler did not burn 
all the Jews.’ 

According to official! statistics, 120,000 
French collaborators should have faced 
trial. Im actual fact. only “ economic

collaborators ” and those 
the murder of anti-Nazis 
38.000 sentenced by the 
27,000 have already been 
thousand were deprived of thei cival 
rights, but 39 per cent of these have 
since been reinstated and enjoy full rights. 
And very few of the 790 collaborators 
sentenced to death have been execuied. 
These were the people who were collec- 
uvely responsible for the murder of 
360 000 French citizens. 

Perhaps the best off of these former 
Nazi agems are the “ economic collabora- 
iors.” Fewer than $0 per cent of this 
group faced trial. The official reason 
was that they were needed to assist in 
the country’s reconstruction efforts. Most 
of the collaborators who became “ trus 
tees“ of Jewish property and business 
houses arc still in possession of their

A third budget, for miliary purposes, 
remains secret. and will be dealt with im 
private by the Knesset 


Inheritance Tax 


Four new branches of taxation will be 
mntroduced. They are 

(l) A progressive inheritance tax rang- 
ing from 5 to SO per cen The Manda- 
tory Government previously considered 
such @ tax, according to Mr. Kaplan, 
but abandoned the project as a result of 
objections by wealliy Arabs who cited 
the Koran as the authority aganst it. 

2) A land betterment tax on the 
mecrease of real estate values, ranging 
from 10 per cent to 60 per cent.

Purposes Account. and said that the 
grants to General Communal and Char- 
table «Organisations, which in 1947 
amounted to £15,151, amounted this yea: 
io no less than £22,343—nearly £7,200 
m excess of the previous year. 

On the whole. he said, they had to be 
prepared, as they could see, for a. prob- 
able imcrease in expenditure on their 
General Purposes Account showing a 
deficit of £8,850. 

How were they going to make good 
such a large deficiency? In the first 
place the Finance Commitice would need 
to assess the gross revenue of 
stituent Synagogues at 34 per cent, as in 


the past two years, instead of 24 
cent. This would yield approximately 
£1,800. They might even have to make 


the assessment 5 per cent, so aS to cover 
£3.600 of the estimated deficn. Then, 
they might have to raise their member- 
sip contributions sufficiently to cover 
the increased outgoings. 

He desired to make it clear to the com- 
munity in general that the United Svyna- 
gogue was not a gold mine with hidden 
treasures. True, it had funds accumu- 
lated over the years in trust for special 
purposes. Whatever other funds they 
had slowly accumulated from small sur- 
pluses in the 78 years of their existence, 
helped considerably by the sum of 
£135.000 received on the sale in 1920 of 
the old New Synagogue, were in the 
bricks and mortar of the many syna- 
gogues, halls, and classrooms which they 
had built for the community. Their con- 
tributions to education, welfare, and 
grants to general and charitable organisa- 
tions now amounted to over £76,000. 

Mr Gledhill went on to refer to their 
financial obligation to the Office and 
upkeep of the Chief Rabbinate. As the 
foremost Jewish religious instiiution in 
the British Commonwealth, they had 
expressed their willingness to shoulder a 
very large share of the cost. Their 
proportion was put down at £4,500. The 
Federation's share was set at £1,700, and 
the balance was to be found between the 
various other synagogues in Great Britain 
and the British Commonwealth owing 
allegiance to the Chief Rabbi.

F read in our prophetic lesson

We must never lose 
sight of the fact that we build on 


quicksand when we build our future 
only on political power. We have a 
mission for the sake of which the 
Jewish people was created. It is a 
religious mission. 

Why shou'dc be 
mssion for mankind ” 
cease, | beseech Thee: how shall Jacob 
stand ? for he is small.” ‘Amos, vii. 5) 
in these words Amos cxpressed the reluc- 
lance of a new Jewish generation to 
undertake the Jewish mission. But in 
adopting a negative attitude towards the 
Jewish mission we are in danger of arriv- 
ing at a narrow nationalism. If we cease

The Jewish mission is expressed in the 
command to Abraham: “ Be thou a bles 
sing. Some may ask: is this all we can 
say about the Jewish mission? In this 
modern world, with its many competing 
Weoliogies and utopias. . political pro- 
gramimecs and economic devices have we 
nothing to offer but this simple injunction 
‘Be thou a blessing 7? The answer is 
that eternal truth is simple. It: is this 
unassuming simpheny of truth that man 
in his pride rejects. or to which he is 
blind. Only in humility do we see the 
splendour of truth, revealing what is 
essential and. as such, eternal and hols 
To become a blessing to others is beyond 
the sphere of DOHtics which always negZo- 
tiates on the basis of power. In becom- 
ing a blessing to our fellow man we enter 
the world which exists not by might nor 
by power, but by the spirit of God 


OTHING shows more clearly that 
something t% wrong with us spirit- 
ually than the fact that itt is impossible 
to speak about the Jewish mission without 
evoking protests from a modérn Jewish 
audience. It seems to those who protest. 
that the preacher asks from the Jewish 
people a sacrifice which he has no right 
to demand. Such people seem to be 
aware of the sacrifice that is involved im 
the Jewish mission. but unaware of the 
spiritual satisfaction of the happiness that 
comes from serving it. The Jewish 
preacher of the Jewish mission does not 
seek martyrdom But to discard the idea 
of a Jewish mission because it may imply 
martyrdom is to tell Jews not to be Jews 
because the life of a Jew in the modern 
world is dangerous 
The re-interpretation of the Jewish mis- 
sion, almost forgotten in this nationalistic 
age. can best be achieved by turning 
again to the words of Zechariah. “ Not 
by might. nor by power. but by My spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” When these 
prophetic words are again the text of our 
preachers, we shall have come nearer to 
the understanding of the Jewish mission.

Obituary 


RABBI DR. HYAMSON 
Former London Dayan 


The death occurred in New York, on 
Thursday of last week, of Rabbi Dr. 
Moses Hyamson, Professor Emeritus of

Dr. Hyamson was a member of 
the Council of Jews’ College and of 
the Publication Committee of the Jewish 
Historical Society. He served as Lec- 
turer in Homiletics at the College and 
for a time as principal examiner for the 
Rabbinical Diploma. In i911, he was 
Pressdem of the Ministers’ Conference. 

On going to America, Dr. Hyamson 
was appointed Rabbi of the Orach Chaim 
Congregation, where Dr. Hertz had pre- 
viously ministered, and in 1915 he began 
his professorship at the Jewish Theolog:- 
cal Seminary, which he continued ti! 
1940. In New York he helped to form 
and direct the Centra! Relief Committec, 
the first of three organisations which 
developed into the Joint Distribution 
Committee. He served as Rabbinical 
Vice-President of the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of America and 
President of the New York Board of 
Jewish Ministers: and was Chairman of 
the Board of Milah of the New York 
Kehilla and President of the League for 
Safeguarding the Fixity of the Sabbath 
against Possible Encroachments by Calen- 
dar Reform 


MR. JULIUS SCHWAB 


The death occurred in London last 
Friday, at the age of 71, of Mr. Julius 
Schwab. who was Grand President of 
the B'nai Briuh District Grand Lodge of 
Great Britain and Ireland during the 
war years. and also served as President 
of the First Lodge of England.

DR. A. GOLDSTEIN 
Keren Hayesod Director 


The Director of the Keren Hayesod in 
Isract, Dr. Alexander Goldstein, died 
in Tel Aviv, last Friday, at the age of 66. 

Dr. Goldstein was one of Israci’s lead- 
ing figures, and was also well known in 
many other countries for his extensive 
work as orator and campaign organiser 
on behalf of the Keren Hayesod and 
Jewish Agency. For many years he was 
a member of the Zionist Actions Com- 
mittee. 

He was born in Minsk and educated 
at the University of Petrograd. He was 
a founder and one of the Editors for 15 
years of the official Zionist organ im 
Russia, Rassvier, and from 1909 to 1919 
was a member of the Russian Zionist 
Executive. 

In 1917. he was elected to the Russian 
Parliament. Two years later he was 
selected to represent the three million 
Jews of the Ukraine on the Commutice 
of Jewish Delegations at the Peace Con- 
ference in Paris, and was partly imstru- 
mental in incorporating into the Peace 
Treaties important provisions protecting 


the Jews.

VETERAN OSE WORKER 


Aithough he celebrated his 8Sth birth- . 


day last month, Dr. Boris Tchienoff. 
President of the Union Ose and Chair- 
man of the Swiss Ose, who was born in 
Kremenchug, Ukraine, has no intention of 
giving up his work. For 56 years now 
he has laboured energetically for suffering 
peoples. This interest began in 1893 when 
he left Switzerland for Russia to help 
fight the cholera epidemic that was then 
raging there. Some 24 years ago he was 
clected to the executive committee of 


Union Ose and soon became one of its 


most active members. During the war. 
Dr. Ichienoff directed Ose’s work from 
Switzerland and was responsible for sup: 
plying medicines and concentrated food- 
Stufis to Jews in the occupied countries. 
From the chaos and desiruction that were 
the aftermath of the war, this veteran has 
done his ulmosi to build a new and more 
healthy form of Jewish life in the count- 
ries ravaged by the war 


AUTHORITY ON USSR. 


Mr. Isaac Deutscher, the author of the 
widely-praised political biography of 
Stalin (reviewed in THE Jewisu 
CHRONICLE by Mr. Max Beloff last weck) 
is a descendant of an okl-established and 
disunguished Orthodox Polish family. 
Like the Romms. in Vilna, the Deutschers. 
in Cracow, were the leading publishers of 
Jewish religious literature. li was his 
grandfather (after whom the author is 
named) who started the Chassidic tradi- 
tion mm the till then strongly Mitnagdic 
family. An uncle of Stalin's biographer 
was an Agudist member of the Polish 
Upper House before the war. Isaac 
Deutscher himself still wore the tradi- 
tional Chassidic attire while attending the 
University in Cracow, and his translations 
of Hebrew poctry into Polish were a 
feature of the literary gatherings at the 
University. But at the age of 19 he 
became a Communist and shortly after- 


wards was appointed editor of the 
“ Literarische Tribune.” a Communist 
Yiddish organ. Arising out of a series 


of articles in which he criticised the Com- 
munists for under-estimating the danger 
of Nazism he was expelled from the Party 
in 1932. The author (who is im his early 


forties) has lived in England since 1939 
and is a frequent contributor to this 
country’s leading political papers. He 
told me that his book on Stalin forms the 


first part of a trilogy, the others being | 
“ Trotsky in Exile.” He |

HISTORICAL FOOTNOTES 


For nearly forty years I have retained 
an impression Of a piclure in a news- 
paper of Mr. Winston Churchiil—<com- 
plete, | think, with cigar—peering from 
a shop doorway at the pokce attack in 
the famous “ Sidney Street Sicge™ of 
1911 in the East End of London. But 
it was only this week, while looking at 
a copy of the current issue. of the 
MONUMENTAL JouRNAL, that I discovered 
that the shop doorway was that of a 
very well-known: Jewish enterprise. 
Messrs. J. Samuel and Son. the stone- 
masons who have been established since 
1819. That building, the journal recalls 
in an intergsting article on the firm's 
work, was almost completely destroved 
by a German bomb in July. 1944. The 
present vounger pariner, Mr Louis M. 
Samuel. had a narrow escape when he 
was buried in the debris after the ex- 
plosion. but he once recalled to me with 
gratitude how, after his rescue. one of 
their: business rivals, Mr. Henry Harris 
(i +4 of another Jewish firm). forgot 
rivalry and spontaneously offered the 
stricken firm the use of his own work- 
shop and equipment.

Conflicting By-Laws 


[From our Own Correspondent| 


Jerusalem 
The Jerusalem City Council on Monday 
adopted Haitas Sabbath observance 


by-laws. but suspended their application 
pending the passage of a new Bill which 
the Ministry of Jusiice ts preparing for 
the whole State as a means of ending 
local anomalies 

Al present. there ts no genera! Sabbath 
observance ordinance for the whole 
country, and each Municipality continues 
to operate the by-laws cnacted during the 
Mandate. The by-laws vary from city 
to city. In Harfa. for example. buses run 
on Saturdays under a ruling of the Man- 
datory Government. Alt the same time, 
Haifa port does not function during the 
Sabbath on instructions from the Mini- 
siry of Immigration, and ships arriving 
there must wait onti! Sabbath ends before 
their passengers may disembark This 
means frequently that ships arriving on 
Friday evenmne cannot unload unti] Sun- 
day mormne as officials and dock workers 
do not work on Saturday night 

The’ question of Sabbath observance 
recently led to minor disturbances here 
between civilians and the military. They 
were. provoked by a group of ultra-zealots 
called Neturei Kharta watchmen of 
the city ") who are reluctant to accept 
the fact of Jewish temporal power. It is 
also alleged that they adopted a defeatist 
stand during the wege of Jerusalem, wish- 
ing tO negotiate with Abdullah 

The Coalition Government's ten-point 
programme adopted in March says: “* The 
State shall provide for the public religious 
needs of its inhatitants but shall prevent 
religious coercion. The Sabbath and Jew- 
ish festivals shall be fixed as days of 
rest . non-Jews shall have the rghit to 
observe their own Sabbath and festivals 
as days of rest.” 


GROWING IMPORTANCE 
OF HAIFA PORT 


[From our Correspondent—Hatra] 


Haifa pert handied over 70,000 tons of 
cargo. mostly imports, during May. Now 
that the citrus season ts over, the waiting 
time for ships has been considerably 
reduced, although the speed of unloading 
‘still leaves room for mmprovement 

The quality of the port labour is con- 
tinually being reviewed and the nucieus 
of Salomkan labour ts prov- 
ing invaluable. The older Salonikans have 
organised, in conjunction with the Hala 
Labour Council, a course for youngsters 
learning the trade 

It generally realised that Haifa’s port 
equipment is inadequate and out of date. 
The mercantile shipping community has 
been assured, however, that many import- 
ant items, including a 6@-ton floating 
crane, will be imported from the United 
States through the American Loan. The 
handling of cargo is still imperfect and 
constant consultations ate taking place in 
an effort to improve matters. 

Many Jewish visitors from Britain, 
observing the shabbiness of the buildings 
in the town. are immediately reminded of 
conditions in post-war Britain. There are 
numerous controls and an identical lack 
of manpower and materials. Bunldings in 
Kingsway, in particular, need redecorating.

Plea at Labour Party

The British Government was urged by 
Mr. Bernard Finlay, the representative 
of the Poale Zion at the Labour Party 
Conference at Blackpool, to “ extend the 
full hand of fnendship and co-operation 
to the leaders of a newer and younger 
working-class movement Struggling to 
build in their country [Israel] that kind 
of society which we are labouring to 
ritam.” 

Mr. Finlay was speaking during the 
debate on International Affairs, and in 
ms reply to the debate Mr. Hugh Dal- 
ton said that he hoped a happier chapter 
was coming. The last one had best be 
forgotien as its pages were stained with 
blood, including the blood of innocent 
young British solders. 

The National Executive, he added, 
warmly welcomed an invitation from the 
Histadrut to send a delegation to Pales- 
tine, and perhaps it would be convenient 
about August. The Executive would like 
the delegation to visit some of the other 
countnes in the Middle East where they 
ardently desired comradeship and necigh- 
bourly relations between those States and 
the new State of Israel. 

Alter referring io the establishment of 
the State of Israel, Mr, Finlay said that 
the birth of a new democracy, in one 
sense, and ihe resurrection of an ancient 
State in another sense. was not so com- 
mgn an event as not to merit a few 
moments attention from their party, if 
they were’ properly to regard ‘themselves 
as pioneers of world progress.

City of Jerusalem just over a year ago. 
before the British withdrew from Pales- 
tine, was described at the Wiener Library 
on Monday by Mr. Erch Mayer: a 
leutenant in the Israch Army and harson 
officer between the “ illegal! Hagana and 
the British authorities there 

The attitude of the British forces in the 
Old City was not uniform, Mr. Mayer 
said. There were officers and men with 
a distinctly pro-Arab bias, but there were 
also pro-Jewish units and commanders. 
When on May 13 the British forces with- 
drew, the officer commanding handed 
over to the “illegal defenders (85 mem- 
bers of Hagana and 35 Irgun). at the 
same tume apologising because quarters 
had not been left as clean as he could 
have wished 

One of the greatest difficules during 
the siege was the presence of some 1.500 
Jewish civilians, none of whom had any 
means of gaining a livelihood, Mr. Mayer 
went on. When the Jewish Municipal 
Council! in the New City managed to 
smuggle in a sum of money. the Hagana 
Command instructed that erants should 
be imsued only against s.rvices rendered 
to the common cause. ‘Since a large pro- 
portion of these civihans were-of the old 
type of Chaluka Jews. who lived on 
charity and devoted their time to prayer 
for the return of the Messiah. it was 
decided that their contribution to the 
defence of the city should be the recital 
for two hours a day of Temilhm for the 
cause of Hagana 

Dr. Alfred Wiener. who opened the 
proceedings. described Mr Maver's 
account as “*a modest report on extreme 
bravery.”

ISRAEL'S CONSTITUTION

Lord Balfour's statement at the opening 
of the Hebrew University was applied 
by Dr. George Webber to the experiment 
in government which ts now taking place 
in Israel. In the course of his statement. 
Lord Balfour had said that that was a new 
experiment never tned before in paralie! 
circumstances, and unless he had mis- 
laken the genus of the Jewish people. 
the experiment was predestined for inevi- 
table success. 

Dr. Webber was speaking last week at 
the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Israel's 
draf€ constitution He dealt with the 
various articles of the constitution. and 
im many cases compared: them with Eng- 
ish law 

Ihe importance of the draft drawn up 
by Dr. Leo Kohn, he said. was that it 
showed the world the sort of constitution 
Israe!| hoped to adopt. and also that it 
showed to the people of Israel and to the 
Jews of the world the principles . that 
Israc! proposed to follow.

BRITISH ARMS FOR 
ARABS 


Foreign Office Policy 
Unchanged 


[From our Diplomatic C orrespondent| 


The resumption of supplies of arms hy 
Britain to the Arab States is, on the face 
of it, a contravention by both sides of the 
Security Council resolution of May o 
1948. which first called for a truce in the 
Palestine war. The relevant Paragraph in 
the resolution was as follows: 

The Seqyrity Council . . calls 
Governments and authorities 
refrain from importing of 
material into or to Palestine 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia Syria 
Yemen during the cease 

The British contention is that that reso. 
lution was not intended to affect the 
internal situation in the Arab States. but 
only to maintain the international balance 
of arms. 

The events of the past year in the 
Middle East, it is stated, have increased 
tension and unrest within the Arab State< 
and the arms to be supplied now are to 
be only of such a kind and in such quanti- 
ties as the Arab Governments need in 
order to maintain peace and security with- 
in their own frontiers. They are. it ix 
added, in completion of contracts made 
unde: treaties between Britain and the 
Siates in question and left unfulfilled on 
May 29. 1948. 

It was officially stated that the British 
decision was made after consultation with 
Dr. Bunche. This. however. does not 
mean that it was on his advice. for hi« 
reply seems to have been that each 
Government concerned must take respon- 
sbdility for what i decides to do. 


Effect on Peace Talks 


The Israeli protest is based not only on 
what might be regarded as the potentia! 
danger of the situation, but also on the 
present and immediate effect on the peace 
talks at Lausanne. 

The Arabs at Lausanne have shown no 
accemance of the fact they were defeated 
in battle and apparently no real desire to 
make peace. On the other hand. it is 
no secret that peace with its neighbours 
iS an urgent necessity for Israel. 

fo be seen in its proper perspective, 
the British decision must be taken in 
conjunction with certain, recent modents. 
notably attacks on the Israeli frontier by 
Arab irregulars who only need small arms 
lor their mecursions. 

This unilateral action on the part of 
Britain was taken after talks between Mr. 
Bevin and Mr. Dean Acheson in Paris. 
which were followed by a stifler American 
attitude towards Israel on the questions

Israel’S frontiers. 

One of the periodic swings of American 
policy from the White House to the State 
Department has occurred and has again 
lined up American and British Middle-

this a reiteration of the American atti- 
tude. Others describe as a change 
which has shown itself in the agreement 
reached by Mr. Bevin with Mr. Acheson 
and in the substitution of a State Depart- 
ment official at Lausanne for Mr. Mark 
Liherdge 

It is, perhaps, not altogether surprising 
that the Foreign Office felt uself free to 
resume us open support of the Arab 
States at a moment when there is a resur- 
gence of aggression and when the talks 
at Lausanne have reached a delicate stage. 

What does emerge quite clearly ts that 
the pattern of British policy in the Middle 
Fast is quite unchanged. except for cer- 
tain slight adjustments which are unavon- 
able in the light of the developmenis of 
ihe past year.

CHRONICLE); close Jewish schools because 
of the lack of pupils; SUPPOTL SyRagogues 
and continue religious and cultural activi- 
tics in the larger Jewish centres: and 
maintain the Chief Rabbinate 

A report submitted by Professor Jacques 
Natan, President of the Consistory. showed 
that all but 9.674 of the country’s post - 
war Jewish population of 47,000 had 
emigrated to Israel. 

In the past year, said Professor Natan. 
Bulgarian Jews had made a considerable 
contribution to the country’s reconstruc- 
tion. They had also supported the 
Yishuv’s struggle to establish a Jewish 
Siate. He prarsed the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment for assisting Jews wishing to emi- 
grate and for guaranteeing the religious 
rights of the Jewish community 

Zionist organisations in Bulgaria, Pro- 
fessor Natan went on. had. * without any 
pressure, ' decided to dishand. The Con- 
sistory rejected the Zionist ideology in 
principle. it opposed nationalism in any 
form. Zionism, he added, could perhaps 
be described as bourgeois navonahsm.” 

After the conference. it was announced 
that the Sefardi and Ashkenazi communi- 
tes in Bulgaria had decided to unite and

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A FRESH START? 


MR. HUGH DALTON’'S announcement at 
Blackpool last week that the Labour Party 
Executive would shortly send a delegation 
to Israel “and other Middle Eastern coun- 
tries has evoked only a modest echo. 
This ts largely due w the rather surprising 
tone he thought fit to adopt in recalling the 
events of the past three years, and to the 
absence of any clear indication of the pur- 
pose of the delegation’s visit to some of the 
neighbourmg Arab countries (to which, 
incidentally, they do not seem to have been 
invited). The acceptance of the Histadrut's 
invitation ts nevertheless a welcome sign of 
greater readiness in Labour Party circles to 
make a fresh start in Anglo-Isracli relations. 
The fact that the emissaries of the British 
Labour Party will be talking to representa- 
ti¥es of the only Labour Government in the 
whole Middle East invests their forthcoming 
visit with a significance that may not be lost 
upon the Foreign Office. The existence of 
close relations between British and European 
democratic parties ts now tacitly accepted 
aS major factor in shaping Britain's 
European policy. There is no reason why 
simitar criteria should not apply elsewhere 
as well. Foreign policy cannot be conducted 
ina vacuum, especially in an era of 
deological warfare.” and Israet happens to 
be the only Middle Eastern country where 
the labour movement ts evolving on demo- 
cratic lines and public life is dominated by 
influences of the Western type. The more 
this fact is brought home to the Foreign 
Office hierarchy, the better for all concerned 


Meanwhile, a different effort is to be made 
to mtegrate the Arab world into the Western 
system by means of a joint Anglo-American 
capital investment programme. Mr. Bevin 
had something to say about this at Black- 
pool, bul, as so often happens, the impres- 
sion carried away by his listeners did not 
square on all poimts with the facts of the 
situation. He spoke of the scheme for har- 
nessing the Nile water as something that 
would eventually “ put the Tennessee Valley 
Authority im the shade,” and his audience 
might legitimately have assumed. that the 
other projects to which he referred somewhat 
vaguely are of a similar character. In actual 
fact, the Anglo-American programme, which 
8 to be reviewed next month at a confer- 
ence in London of leading British represen- 
tatives in the Middle East. envisages 
something rather more.modest. President 
TRUMAN'S” recently adumbrated “ point 
four” has been described as a programme 
for making private capital available im areas 
threatened by political instability; there is no 
reason to beheve that anather Marshall Plan 
is contemplated. To stimulate the activity 
of private enterprise in the Middle East, 
two things are necessary: foreign invest- 
ment, and guarantees against confiscatory 
measures by the Governments of the region 
concerned. The first is to be supplied in 
the main by American private capital, opera- 
ting wherever possible in conjunction with 
British interests. The second ts the respon- 
sibility of the Arab States, but in American 
eyes it is also the responsibility of Britain, 
since the Arabs still rely to a large extent 
on British advice. The conference to be 
held under Mr. Bevin’s chairmanship at 
the Foreign Office next month must be 
regarded as a gathering of expert advisers 
called together to pool the available know- 
ledge, rather than as a general staff meeting 
preparatory to a major operation. It fs 
plainly not intended that the conference 
shal] “plan™ a series of vast projects to 
be administered by Governments or other 
public bodies, What is expected is rather 
some sort of agreement about the best way 
of persuading the Arab States that it ts in 
their interest to let foreign capital operate 
in those spheres where their own resources 
are inadequate. Persia, which is not a mem- 
ber of the Arab League but shares many 
economic problems with its neighbours, is 
also to be brought in, while Turkey will 
apparently continue to receive advice and 
aid direct from the United States. A large 


part of the programme will be financed out 
of oil royalties-—almost a third in the case 
of Persia, whose “ plan “ calls for the invest- 
ment of £160,000,000 in seven years. Modest 
as it is, the programme will be welcomed, 
though. its importance should not be over- 
rated. Even if carried out it will still leave 
the basic problems of the region, physical 
and economic as well as political, unsolved, 
and perhaps no easier to solve than before. 


In one respect, however, success may be 
attained over a brief and measurable period 
of time, and that is in resettling the bulk of 
the Palestine Arabs. Whatever the eventual 
outcome of the Lausanne talks, the major 
burden will fall on the Arab States, though 
Israel will certainly make a contribution. 
The misery of these people has unfortunately 
been exploited to the full for all sorts of 
purposes having nothing to do with refugee 
relief, and it is time the issue was taken out 
of politics. There is a good chance that this 
will eventually be done, provided that the 
Arab States are not encouraged to think 
that they can evade their responsibility. It 
is, therefore, doubly unfortunate that during 
the past fortnight the Foreign Office and the 
State Department have exerted themselves 
in the wrong direction-—-the former by lift- 
ing the arms embargo despite the Security 
Council's ruling on the subject; the latter by 
sponsoring yet another futile intrigue to 
place the Southern Negev under Arab con- 
trol, It can safely be said that as long as 
the Arabs believe .they have a chance to 
manceuvre Israel into isolation they will not 
abandon their sterile intransigence which 
has already cost them so much. _ Their 
British and American friends can help them 
most by making it clear to them that they 
cannot solve their internal problems at the 
expense of the Jewish State. 


SHADOWS IN SOUTH AFRICA 


THe Government-sponsored Citizenship Bill, 
now being so hotly debated in South Africa, 
which. tn effect, would limit or delay the fran- 
chise of British clements there, following as it 
does the officially adopied policy of apartheid 
in other spheres, is one more reminder of the 
dangerous .paths along which politics inspired 
by racial animosities can take a country. Racial 
animosities and discrimination indeed have been 
the keynote in recent years of the South African 
scene, as Jews have had reason also to know and 
to fear. and such animosities have induced a 
political’ climate which has been more than 
favourable to the breeding and encouraging of 
Nazi mentalities. As if- the local brands of 
Oxssewa Brandwag. New Order,” and Grey- 
shirts were not enough —not to mention the 
legacy of pro-Nazi sympathy current in certain 
guarters even at the height of the last war— 
South Africa has now. received an accretion to the 
rabid anti-Semitic ranks (unfortunately emanat- 
ing from Britain itself) in the shape of a former 
member of the Mosley movement, a man named 
J}. L. Barrerssy, about whose activities we pub- 
lish some details this week on another page. He 
has made South Africa his home, and has 
brazenly set up a “ Hitlerian Centre,” as he calls 
his abode, whence he now preaches the “ Divine 
Mission of Adolf Hitler” In a publication 
he entitles the Narion, Barrerspy prints tdeal- 
ised photographs of Hit er, glorifying him in 
the shameful and disgusting manner once 
adopted by and SrreicHer. Needless 
to say, the villain of the piece in the outpourings 
in this journal is always the Jew. In this apotheosis 
of Hrrver, the late Nazi Fiihrer is even given the 
dignity of the capital letter reserved for the Deity 
when referred to by pronoun, It ts no accident 
that the man of pro-Nazi mind is drawn to South 
Africa in this day. Obviously, he senses the pre- 
vailing atmosphere as favourable to his work. 
Discriminatory nationalism and a_ deliberate 
racial policy are an encouragement to the person 
of this kind, and the lesson should not be lost 
either on the South African Government itself 
or on the Jewish Community there. whose Board 
of Deputies, at the recent biennial congress held 
in Johannesburg, apparently did not give con- 
sideration to this latest manifestation of the 
dangers which beset them. 


PRAYER FOR PEACE 


A proposal that United Nations meetings 
be opened with “an interval dedicated to 
silent prayer and meditation and to the memory 
of those who have died for United Nations 
ideals ™ is now under consideration at Lake 
Success. Mr. Tryove Lit. U.N. Secretary- 
General, in submitting this proposal to. the 
General Assembly's Special Committee on 
Methods and Procedure. declared that he had 
received many hundreds of letters from indi- 
viduals and organisations urging the introduc- 
tion of prayer in the meetings of the General 
Assembly. He said that he had talked about 
it with many delegates and interested outsiders. 
The Secretary-General has also made a pro- 
posal to the Advisory Committee on. Head- 
quarters that a special prayer and meditation 
room be included somewhere in the U.N.'s 
permanent headquarters in New York. A 
recommendation tn a similar vern ts also being 


. submitted to next week's annual «meeting in 


Edinburgh of the United Nations Association 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
Belfast Branch has put forward the following 
resolution under the heading of “ The Acknow- 
ledgment of the Need for Spiritual Power”: 
“ The General Council of the United Nations 
Association believes that in spite of the many 
difficulties of race and creed, it will never 
achieve the results it desires unless it acknow- 
ledges the one Almighty Power who alone can 
bring the spirit of true brotherhood into our 
hearts. The General Council, therefore, sug- 
gests that before any very vital decision is taken 
there should be an opportunity for silent 
meditation to give the members time to claim 
guidance and wisdom before they vote.” The 
growing recognition of the part that religion 
should play jin the promotion of international 
peace cannot but commend itself to Jews. 
Prayers for peace have a foremost place in the 
liturgy of the Synagogue. If these prayers are 
not mere lip-service, they should inspire wor- 
shippers to practical work for the realisation 
of their aspirations. All who believe in the 
reality of spiritual forces can transcend credal 
differences by uniting in the fellowship of silent 
prayer and meditation, and can_ thereby 
strengthen one another in the common endea- 
vour to establish peace between all God's 
children. 


CALENDAR REFORM 


AMONG the matters discussed at last week's 
conference of the British section of the Agudas 
Isracl World Organisation was the renewed 
attempt being made in the United Nations and 
elsewhere to introduce radical changes in the 
calendar. It will be remembered how success- 
fully the late Corer Raper fought im 1931 in 
“The Battle for the Sabbath at Geneva,” as 
he himself called the campaign against the 
reform of the calendar, a reform that was spon- 
sored by a committee of the League of Nations 
and would have introduced a “ blank” day in 
the year and have thus inflicted upon Jewry 
a roving Sabbath. Dr. Hertz headed an Inter- 
national Jewish Committee. which opposed the 
proposal on religious grounds, and they had the 
satisfaction of seeing the scheme abandoned. 
Among those prominently associated with Dr. 
Hertz in this cause was Rabbi Dr. Moses 
HyYAMSON, a spiritual leader of New York 
Jewry and one time Senior Davan of the London 
Beth Din. whose death we announce with regret 
in Our present issue. Dr. HyamMson was Presi- 
dent of the League for Safeguarding the Fixity 
of the Sabbath against Possible Encroachments 
by Calendar Reform The defence material 
which was then accumulated will again be 
required now that, nearly twenty vears later, 
the battle has once more been reopened by 
those who wish to introduce a blank day device 
that would shift the days of the week and 
prevent the regular sequence of the Sabbath. 
(Incidentally, it may be remarked that this 
would adversely affect not only Jews but also 
Christians and Moslems who desire to adhere 
to their religious traditions.) Three Bills, 
advocating a Perpetual World Calendar, have 
recently been brought before the United 
States Congress. and objection has been lodged 
to their violation of relgious mghts. As 
regards the United Nations, it ts reported that 
Panama intends to press the proposal for 
calendar reform at the neat General Assembly 
in September, and a spokesman of the World 
Calendar Association has stated that 41 nations 
will support the scheme. In view of this 
threatened danger to Jewish religious life, it ts 
satisfactory to learn from the Agudist state- 
ment that a meeting has already taken place 
with the in order to achieve a 
common programme, if possible tn co-opera- 
tion with other religious organisations accre- 
dited to the Economic and Social Council. 


CIVIL SERVANTS 


IN British public life. the Civil Service has 
built up great and worthy traditions of dis- 
interested work for the benefit of the whole 
community. enough. there are 
occasional lapses from the generally high 
standards which prevail, and certain manifes- 
tations of bureaucracy cannot perhaps be 
altogether avoided with the vast growth of 
State contro]. Infinitely more difficult must 
be the effort to create in a new-born State— 
and one called into existence amid unprece- 
dented difficulties in its internal and externa! 
relationships-——an admrnistrative system which 
shall reflect through its personnel the finest 
qualities of efficiency combined with humanity. 
An article which we printed a few weeks ago 
on “Israel's Civil Service™ gave a realistic 
picture of the situation. It is in this setting 
that one should consider the _— instructions 
(reported on page 20 of this issue) which have 
been issued to civil servants im Israel. The 
need for courtesy and politeness must be en- 
forced from the outset, if a right code is to 
influence public. business in a land~ whose 
institutions are still in process of being shaped 
and moulded. Even sartoria! aids to this end 
are not to be despised. The cool clothing 
recommended for Isracli civil servants should 
contribute towards a calm and quiet demeanour 
and make for a lessening of nervous tensions 
and excitability as between officials and mem- 
bers of the public. The sense of exasperation 
and frustration that can be developed by a 
bureavemtic Civil Service has found classic 


expression in some of the writings of Fraxz 
Karka. Happily, there is no reason to antici- 
pate the transplanting of any such discredited 
system to Israel. Over three years ago. the 
Jewish Agency founded at Beth Hakerem 
near Jerusalem, the Public Services College. 
with Dr. Water Eyvtan—the former Oxford 
don who is now Director-General of the Israel; 
Foreign Office—as the Principal. The Middle 
Fast College of Public Administration. with 
branches in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. has also 
rendered fine service. Its Principal is the Hon. 
EpWIn SAMUEL, who has published a notable 
book—-based on lectures delivered at the 
College—on “The Theory of Administration.” 
Recently, Mr. Samuet has been lecturing on 
Middie East administration in the USA. 
where Dropsie College, Philadelphia, has 
founded an institute to train consular personne! 
for Israel. With so much devoted effort being 
put into the subject, one has reasonable hopes 
that the newest Civil Service will have a chance 
of avoiding the occupational infection of such 
bodies so realistically described bv well- 
known novelist as the “red tapeworm.” 


MECHANICAL MEN 


CouLp a mechanical robot be endowed with 
a brain? The question is one that has aroused 
interest in more academic quarters than one 
recently. In delivering the Lister Oration to 
the Royal College of Surgeons last week, Pro- 
fessor GEOFFREY JEFFERSON claimed that the 
brain, however ingemously it might be mim- 
icked, remained unique in nature. and that 
not until a machine could write a sonnet or a 
concerto could they agree that machine equalled 
brain. On the other hand, the claim is made 
that a “brain” ts possessed by a new com- 
puting machine now being tried out at Man- 
chester University jn the task of factorising 
what are known as the ~ Mersenne numbers ” 
(Mersenne Was a 17th-century French mathe- 
matician). The machine, it is said, can accom- 
plish in an hour what would take human 
computors a month. This claim, even if sub- 
stantiated, clearly gives no indication whateve: 
of the possession of “ brain”: a picture of the 
machine shows the “control circuit “——clearlh 
implying the necessity for a human -brain to 
control it. Machines can deal very efficient!) 
and very rapidly with mathematical formule 
but no machine ever has solved or ever wil! 
solve a “ problem.” For a numerical problem 
must first be reduced to mathematical svmbo!ls 
To do that is a work of art. not science 
the old writers spoke of ars mathematica—and 
entirely beyond the competence of a machine. 
however complicated its nature. The fantas\ 
of the mechanical man is familiar in Jewish 
folklore: but the medieval writers who dealt 
with the subject never made the artistic and 
scientific error of supposing that the machine 
per se could think. The famous Golem of 
Rabbi Lorw of Prague became endowed with 
guasi-human attributes only when the Shem 
was placed tn its mouth: it was extracted ever) 
Friday afternoon so that the creature should 
rest on the Sabbath. On one occasion the 
Rabbi forgot this precaution: he pursued the 
Golem and caught it outside the synagogue 
just before the Sabbath began. When he drew 
the Shem from its mouth the Golem instant, 
fell to pieces. The medieval Rabbis. even 
though they may have spoken in parables. 
approached nearer to the truth than. ther 
“ scientific “ successors. Lacking the Shem 
creative thought is impossible to a machine— 
even to the machine called Man. 


PICKLED 


HALP-A-DOZEN herrings if a Jewish shop 
were the subject of a decision at Bethnal Green 
Petty Sessions last week It seems from the 
Observations of the Chairman of the Bench 
that one may draw the conclusion that though 
the fish were not disorderly they probably were 
drunk! Here is the way of i A sampling 
inspector in the employ of the Stepney Borough 
Council, wandering among the herring barrels 
of Old Montague Street, saw in one of the 
delicatessen shop windows an article of food 
labelled “ Pickled Herrings in Wine Sauce.” 
Deciding that this seemed a suitable food to 
sample, he entered, asked for a jar of the 
may¢hal—though doubtless he did not exact) 
use that Jewish designation for a tasty morse! 
opened it. Dividing the contents. ‘he 
sent’ a part to the public analyst. who found 
that there was no wine in the sauce. For the 
defence it was stated at the Sessions that the 
manufacturer who supplied the herrings had 
actually put wine in the sauce, which was pre- 
pared from a recipe a representative of the 
firm obtained across the Atlantic (one wishes 
he had spoken of the Herring Pond). It had 
been found that if the sauce which contained 
the wine were allowed to stand for about four 
days all traces of alcohol disappeared. and the 
company had been advised by a public analyst 
whom they consulted about this phenomenon 
that they should increase the amount of wince. 
Now the point is: where did the disappearing 
wine get to? Well, the Chairman of the 
Sessions said (when the summons was dis- 
missed under the Probation of Offenders Act 
on payment of £3 3s. costs): “ There is no 
suggestion of criminal negligence. The fact is 
that the fish swallow more alcohol than had 
been thought.” So “pickled” is indubitabl) 
right—unless of course. one. prefers to think 
of them as soused.

ART IN SOCIETY 


Koestler’s New Study 


Insight and Outlook. By 
KoestLer. Macmillan. 25s. :

Koestier’s monumenia!l book on the 
human mechanics of society is by far 
his most significant work. It is im- 
portant that his status as a novelist should 
not prevent it from getting the attention 
which it deserves, since in scope and 
originality it compares favourabty with 
the best contemporary writing on social! 
psychology. Any anxiety with which 
scientific readers might approach this 
book, m view of its author's earlier fic- 
tional treatment of psychological! materia}. 
is quite groundless. He combines a 
clear understanding of Freudian and non- 
Freudian theory with a critical outlook 
and an informed grasp of general 
biology, and Manages io give us a more 
coherent and balanced picture of the 
‘place of art in society, and of the analogy 
between socicty and organism. than any 
other practising artist who has approached 
the subject 

The merit of the book jis not the 
novelty of the material—Koestler is no! 
a research worker—bu; the coherence of 
iis presentation, and the sense of pat- 
tern behind it. Koestler’s exposition of 
the forms of “self transcendence” is 
particularly good, both as a critique of 
superficially rational cultures. and as an 
explanation of the ideas of influential 
mystics such as Buber and Kierkegaard 
Unlike other prominent writers. Koestle: 
has avoided the tendency to collapse into 
mechanism or mysticism, by the thor- 
oughly sound expedient of informing 
himself of the facts and thinking about 
them The book and its preparation 
were almost certainly as beneficial to 
him as to the reading public. but the 


achievement is remarkable in itself. 


Bergson and Freud 


Koestler builds his entire theory of 
the function of art. in the _ individual 
and in society, from a consideration of 
the psychology of the comic. He begins 
by examining Bergson’s idea of comedy 
as essentially a contrast between living 
flexibility and the rigidity of non-living 
matter, and Freud's. that it is a means of 
discharging “ economically” the various 
forms of mental energy: and from that 
starting-point conducts us through a 
documented study of the equilibria which 
exist in societies and individuals, and the 
manner in which comic and serious art 
adjust and modify them. Around this 
eneral line of study he has collected a 
arge but orderly series of subsidiary 
arguments, any one of which would itself 


‘make a book. The merit of the book 


is to be judged by the number of valid 
ideas which it contains—it has the 
solidity of a standard work. ‘No serious 
artist or sociologist could fail to be 
stimulated by it. even when he is stimu- 
lated to disagree. 


SCIENCE AND RELIGION 


Gods and Men. . By Sir Richarp 
Grecory. Stuart and Richards. 12s. 6d.

Sir Richard Gregory, eminent, widely 
respected, and aged man of science, 
makes an important contribution in this 
study to the reconciliation of science and 
religion. These, he says, are “ the two 
chief factors which have influenced 
human development throughout all stages 
of civilisation.” Worship and imquiry 
reflect different but equally fundamental 
needs of the human mind. 

In this spirit of sweet reasonabieness 
the author reviews many religious 
systems and beliefs of the past, prim- 
tive and civilised: his judicious assembly 
ot facts and sense of proportion testify 
to his great scholarship. His writing 1s 
mellow and serene. On the part played 
by Judaism in Western civilisation he has 
no doubts. The Hebrews, he says, while 
absorbing much from the peoples with 
whom they were associated, gave to such 
beliefs “‘a new spiritual penning. 
Their religious spirit hds influenced 
human thought and action for more than 
three thousand years.” 

The conclusions to which the survey 
points are that monotheism is probably 
the highest form of belief of which man 
has shown himself, so far, capable; and 
that the moral struggle and effort after 
perfection, which make up such a large 
part of all religious aspiration, are im 
the last resort the most significant facts 
about human life and destiny. 

Sir Richard Gregory calls his book a 
testimony of science and religion. - It is 
also a testimony to the hear; and mind 
of this. distinguished thinker, who has 
adorned so many high offices in the field 
of scientific work,

HAZARDS OF THE LAST 


WELVE hundred immigrants 

were on their way up the gangway 

of the Negbah, like a file of ants 
carrying loads larger and heavier than 
themselves. Intensely dramatic situa- 
tions—birth, death, love-making, war. 
defeat, victory. enslavement, escape— 
always bring out the animal in man. 
It was some kind of animal—not 
human—strength that enabled these 
people to stagger upwards with so 
many suttcases, sacks, bags, bundles. 
babies, toys. violin-cases, often with a 
little tin pot—for the children—dang- 
ling at the end of a short string. 
rather like a talisman. As if to com- 
plete the picture, many, very many of 
the women were heavy with child 

The immigrants had been warned to take 
along as littl hand-luggage as possible 
As usual, they had brought as much as 
possible—and more! They feared—and 
their premonitions were in many instances. 
unfortunately, to prove well-founded 
that if they parted with their luggage and 
allowed it to be stowed away in the hold 
of the ship they might never see it again 

The Jewish Agency officials standing at 
the foot of the gangway were’ indignant 
As usual, they upbraided the immigrants 
in-the plainest terms. For the first hour 
or so, the Negbah officer at the top of the 
ganegeway lent a hand to the women, the 
children and the infirm. Tall, fair. hand- 
some and scornful, he looked like a per- 
fect “ Aryan” but spoke perfect Yiddish. 
and was immediately nicknamed “ The 
Superman.” 

At length. he began to take action 
Every time he spotted a particularly bulky 
suitcase, he ordered the owner to go back 
and deposit « on the quayside One 
elderly, bearded immigrant burst into 
tears, protesting that his child's napkins 
and clothes were inside. The Superman 
wavered for a moment. but then decided 
that authority and discipline were more 
important than a child’s napkins and 
clothes. Stull weeping—and cursing too 

the bearded man went back. 


Off at Last 


Late in the afternoon, the cradles, from 
which members of the crew had all this 
time been unconcernedly. smearing blood- 
red paint on the ship's side, were hoisted 
aboard There was no farewell cere- 
momal. The Negbah saw herself off with 
a few mighty blasts from her siren, which 
were certainly heard in the streets of 
Marseilles above the din of traffic. Fly- 
ing the Isracli flag from her mast and 
with the Tricolour fluttering aft, she made 
for the open sea. As she steamed away 
from the setting sun the few immigrants 
on deck scarcely deigned to throw a part- 
ing glance at the coast of Europe, at the 
Galut where—if all went well—they 
would never set foot again.... 

The Negbah herself was the chief centre 
of interest. She was all spick and span, 
and her single funnel—dominating her 
sturdy but graceful outlines—-was of the 
purest white, topped by seven blue stars 
between two blue stripes. She was, as

Seasickness and Heartache 


Bui soon the blue Mediterranean 
iurned grey and rough, and the ships 
officers, stewards, crew, doctor and 
nurses never ceased being tough = and 
gruff. The immigrants began to suffer 
from seasickness and from heartache. To 
begin with, on the day of embarkation, 
lunch had been served in the first-class 
resiaurant to paying and distinguished 
non-paying passengers, of whom there 
were only a few score: Dut the imm)- 
grants never got a bite to eat until sup- 
per-time, and after their pertform- 
ance with the luggage and having lief: 
the transit camps at dawn, they were all 
V hen 
at last. the supper-gong sounded, they 
made a concerted rush for the two res-

Here they ram into The Superman, and 
he proved more than a match for them 
though the odds were one agains 
hundreds.

The old man began to weep. “ Let 
him say whatever he bkes to me, but why 
should he insuli my beard? he whim 
pered. Someone in the crowd tried to 
soothe him No offence was meant to 
your beard. On the contrary, because 
you Dave a Deard, he expected you not 
to push like the resi of us . This 
prece of Talmud« reasoning failed to 
siem the old mans flow of tears. 

Inside the resiaurani door. a steward 
was wailing to mark the immigrants’ 
cards with hicrogiyphics to make sure 
that no would-be trickster should get two 
meals. The food was indifferemn. better 
than at some transit camps in Marseilles. 
but worse than at others. It was served 
and ecaten, hastily, in tin plates set on 
bare tables. There was nothing to drink, 
however, not cven water, and that night 
twelve hundred parched said 
many angry things dic of 
thirst. they cried, in a dozen different 
languages, like a millenmal echo from 
the wilderness whither Moses led the 
Ctidren of Israel Parenis complained 
inat the food specially cooked for the 
young was unappetising and inadequate. 

Immigrants, who were lucky enough to 
have cabins accommodating anything 
irom tour to forty persons, were dis- 
gruntied: they said they were cramped, 
as, indeed, they were, for everything was 
cluttered up with thew own excessive jug- 
gage Ihe hundreds of immigrants 
whose berths were ait the bottom of the 
ship. arranged on the Atzymaut and 
Theodor Herz! patiern, were lurious, pro- 
claimng themselves the victims = of 

Ihere was coffee ad lib at breakfast 
next morning. but nothing to drink. at 
any of the other meals Iwo days out 
at.sea, however, the ship's kitchen pro- 
vided kegs of tea twice daily, from which 
mmigrants could heip themsecives, bul u 
was some time before they learnt of this 
concession, because no one took the 
trouble to tell them about it. In general. 
the immigrants found. themselves being 
treated as Unspeakables if not quite 
Untouchables. It seemed to be a lofty 
and unbreakable principle with the 
officers and crew. doctors and nurses. 
never iq vouchsafe an answer when 
add essed 


Another Autocrat 
The fat restaurant steward. who had 


himself only recently iefi a D.P. camp 
and whose conversation showed that he 
knew all the ims and outs of the Mehl- 
sirasse in Munich. was @ more approach- 
able person, though he. too, could be 
autocratic and aristocratic when the occa- 
sion demanded Several.times he tried 
to explain the true Situation to the immi- 
grants 

“ All of us on this ship.” he ‘said. 
work like slaves, at a miserable pit- 
tance, nineteen hours.a day. If we were 
to let you, youd pester the lives out of 
us. On the last trip we had some of 
the -boys from Berecn-Belsen—an_ ill-

RECONSECRATION OF LISBON SYNAGOGUE 


LISBON 

ISBON’'S 47-year-old synagogue 

| was reconsecrated recently after 

having been closed for more 

than a year. During this time the 

original building underwent extensive 

reconstruction and alterations to rts 
badly-damaged woodwork. 

At the same time, the opportunity was 
taken to provide more seats for both 
women and men without fundamentally 
changing the origina! structure, designed 
and built by a renowned Catholic archi- 
tect who had never in his life seen a 
synagogue. By replacing the sloping 
wooden roof with a flat steel and con- 
crete one. enough space was saved to add 
a second ladies gallery, so that 80 more 
seats were made available to the 200 
already provided. For the men, seating 
accommodation was increased from 300 
to 350 by moving the Almemar from the 
middle of the central gangway nearer to 
the Ark. Two staircases have been 
added. elegantly covered with dark red 
carpeting, and lighting arrangements have 
been greatly improved. Indirect light- 
ing from a pastel-coloured glass ceiling 
now casts a soft yet festive light into all 
corners of the synagogue. 


Heavy Burdens 


The cost of reconstruction 
amounts to £10,000—the original build- 
ing cost nearly the same. This very con- 
siderable expense has been met entirely 
by voluntary contributions, a substantial 
achievement. considering the heavy bur- 
dens that rest on a community of barely 
2,000 people who maintain a cemetery, 
a shechita board, a soup kitchen, a hospi- 
tal: assist the needy. and contribute to 
the maintenance of the social cenire. 
Moreover. the community has mos 
generously responded 1o frequent appeals

The community is described by Mr. 
Silverman as Progressive and C onserve- 
tive. Services are well attended. Great 
stress is placed on rclhgious education 

The Jamaica Jewish Community sand 
Mr. Silverman, are loyal subjects of the 
King, and a fine spirit of mutual good will 
and understanding prevails between the 
communrty and the non-Jewish citizens. 
There ss a complete absence of anti-Semi- 
tum. The Jews enjoy full liberty and are 
active in the mland’s civic affarrs 

Ihe uny community contributes gener- 
ously to the Palestine Appeal and the 
synagogue was crowded. wid Mr. Silver- 
man, when a service was held on May 4 
io commemorate the anniversary of the 
State of Israel 


Oldest Jewish Cemetery 


‘ Mr. Silverman mentioned a lecture that 
he gave to the American Jewish Historical 
Society on the Hunt's Bay Jewish cemetery, 
which he beheves to be the oldest Jewish 
cemetery in the West Indies. There are 
tombs there, he said, dating from 1672. 
The imscriptions on the tablets are in 
three languages, Portuguese, Hebrew, and 
Englesh 

The Jewish Community of Monitcgo Bay. 
he said, was founded in 1845. The Rev. 
Benjamin Carilion of Spanish Town. was 
its first Minester. He was succeeded by 
the famous Secfardi Minister. the Rev. 
Abraham Perewa Mendes. whose sons 
became well-known rabbis in New York. 
The rapid migration of Jamaican Jewry 
to Kingston caused the community to 
dwindle and ws. corporate cxkisience 
ended carly in the present century 

fo-day, said Mr. Sifverman. the Jewish 
Community in Kingston is happy and 
flourishing. It still recalls with pride the 
action of the Jamaican House of Assembly 
which, in the 1840's, once adjourned out 
of respect to the Jewish Cotamunity on 
the Day of Atonement

If they had been 
given a little pamphiet, written up, not 
mn the exalted stvle of the Zionist 
speeches they had so often heard jin the 
Galut, but quite objectively, bluntly 
telling them what their new homeland 
was like and what it expected of them. 
they would have felt better. Israel, too. 
would’ have benefned There might 
even conceivably have been a recrwiling 
officer on board to register those willing 
to work on the land. and—contrary to 
the widespread belief—many immigrants 
were so willing, or at least professed to 
he so in conversation among themscives 


Interesting Characters 


What lessened the ordeal! of the voyage 
was that everybody got to know every- 
body else: and there was no lack of 
interesting characters. Among 
group of Indian Jews. who were invar- 
ably addressed as “ Gandhi.” and who 
were all going to work as pioneers in 
the Negev. there was one who wroic 
plays and novels in English and who had 


already been to Israel, but had gone’ 


hack to Bombay to marry and bring his 
bride. There was the bee-keeper from 
White Russia. who had fought with the 
partisans behind the German lines, and 
who, with a crazed look in his eves, went 
about reciting his truly maddenmng exper:- 
ences:* how his wife and his grown-up 
sons had been foully murdered: how he 
had played the part of a deaf-and-dumb 
tailor in a village where he could spy 
and report on German military move- 
ments, but on one occasion had had too 
much to drink and betrayed himself by 
singing love songs to the giris: how he 
escaped execution, first at the hands of 
the Germans, and then at the hands of 
his own guerrilla comrades: how he 
rehabilitated himself by saving hundreds 
of ghetto Jews in a madcap exploit: how 
he personally avenged himself on the 
woman who had tortured and murdered 
his own wife. 

There was the well-known, highly 
gifted sculptor from Paris, who was 
going to Israel with a project for erect- 
ing on Mount Carmel! a gigantic statue 


of Moses with arms uplifted in benedic- 
tion, and facing the Mediterranean. like 
a counterpart to the New York Static 
of Liberty. There was the large family 
from Lyons, who were not Zionists. but 
were going to Israel so as not to be 
parted from their eldest son, a young 
barber. who said that he would sooner be 
dead tn Isracl than alive in the Galut. 
Among the first-class passengers was the 
master-builder from Rhodesia. going 
to mvest his large fortune in putting up 
houses for the immigrants, and there was 
the rosy-cheeked young Parisian in the 
loud tweeds who was going to manufac- 
ture bicycles. 

In my own cabin there was the thought- 
ful high-school headmaster from Kovno: 
but only a long, very long book could 
do justice to the fantastic story of his 
survival in the ghetto. And there was 
the wan little hatter from Brussels. who 
had been twice round the world, but 
was now on his last voyage 


Storms and Stresses 


In varving weather, the Negbah 
rounded Corsica, passéd through. the 
Straits of Medina. at night, between the 
coasts of Sicily and Italy, lit up like 
fairyland, and on the fourth night she 
ran into an ugly gale off the island of 
Crete. The ship rolled and lurched and 
creaked as if her timbers would fall apart. 
and above the grim. whine of the wind 
through the superstructure and the thud 
of the waves could be heard the even 
grimmer howling of children and the 
groans and moans of adults retching out 
their hearts. In the small hours. at the 
height of the storm, the white-bearded 
Jew from Jerusalem. who had been to 
America on business and had made a 
reqular nuisance of himself by preaching 
religion at the immigrants, ran through 
the corridors’ in his long underpants. 
crying: “ Rejoice, my good Jews, for 
the Messiah has come! ” Everybody 
thought he had gone off his head. but. 
as u turned out, he .was only clowning: 
and so astonished were the immigrants 
that for a while they forgot to be sick 

On the Sabbath, there was a neshe/ 
im the restaurant, at which the immigrants 
sang and played. with some of the child- 
ren giving really beautiful and moving 
renderings of old Yiddish and new 
Hebrew folk songs An immigration 
official, who had done great work in 
the clandestine days. made a shrewd 
speech, not talking down at the imm- 
grants as if they were scum, but telling 
them that their job in Israel was to pre- 
pare the way for more and more immi- 
grants, and impressing upon them their 
great responsibilities 

Before dawn a smallish group of imm- 
grants gathered on the forward deck. To 
the easi. two rays of light rose up through 
the soft clouds lke horns and the coast- 
line of Israel stood revealed, a black 
mountainous contour with two curious 
bulges like twin breasts. 

“ Are you happy ?” I asked my neigh- 
bour. a littl grizzled man in high Polish 
boots 

“ Time enough to be happy when we 
eet there and have a roof over our 
heads.” he replied drily: and since the 
emotion of this supreme moment had 
betrayed him into giving a gratuitous 
answer, he began to ask me who I was. 
where I came from. what was my busi- 
ness, and what did I intend to do with

Sin,—Any words of my old friend and 
teacher, the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, by their 
inherent reason command respect. Indeed, 
no one has yet more clearly or with 
greater cogency, if | may say so, put the 
case against the recognition of Liberal 
Jewish Synagogues for the purpose of 
certilying 4 Marriage secretary.

was contended that since Sec. 2 of the 
Marriage Act, 1836. and Sec. § of the 
Marriage Act, 1840. reserved to “ per- 
sons professing the Jewish religion” the 
to “continue to contract 
solemnise marriage according to the 
usages of the said persons,” a marriage 
valid in Jewish law was. by virtue of 
that fact. vahd in English law. Mr. 
Justice Stirling said:

1 must be taken that the Legislature bas 
treaicd a8 valid marfiages contracted in accord- 
ance with the rules of the Jewish law nor 
merely as regards the form of the mafriage.

A fortiori would this apply to “ rites 
and ceremonies ""—the words which the 
Marriage Certificate should properly con- 
tam ( Married according to the rites and 
ceremonies of the Jewish religion“) by 
Schedule C of the Births and Deaths 
Registration Act, 1836 

It may be of. inferest to mention that 
on June 2 this year, a Marriage Bill, con- 
solidating certain enactments relating to 
marnage, was introduced into the House 
of Lords, and is due for the Second Read- 
ne. The Consolidation of Enactments 
(Procedure) Act, 1949, now provides a 
procedure for making corrections and 
minor improvements in a Consolidation 
Bill. which was previously impossible. 
This does not include any amendment of 
subsiance or any change of such import- 
ance that in the opinion of the Lord 


Chancellor or the Speaker, ought to be 
separately enacted. (Sec. 1 (5)). Repre- 
sentations, however, may be made to the 
joint committee of both Houses, which 


will examine the pro changes and 
inform the Lord Chancellor and the 
Speaker what improvements they -are 


prepared to approve. (Sec. | (3)). Thus, 
nt is sresaeed that the particulars to be 
registered in the marriage certificate shall 
no longer be in the form set out m 
Schedule C, but in a form to be 
prescribed by regulations of the Regisirar- 
General, made with the approval of the 
Minister of Health. (Marriage Bill, 1949, 
Clauses 54 (1), 73 (b)). The main Clauses 
specifically relating to Jewish marriage 
are: Clauses 52 (c): 54 (1) (b); 56; 66. 
Clause 66 embodies the provision 
empowering the President of the Board 
of Deputies to certify the secretary of a 
synagogue and the provision which 
empowered the Reform Synagogue and 
its affiliated synagogues to have marriage 
secre 

These further observations are relevant. 

(1) The duty of the President of the 
Deputies under Sec. 30 of the Births and 


Deaths Registration Act, 1836, is to 
certify the secretary of a Synagogue 
“of persons professing the Jewish 
religion.” The criterion is not—I ven- 


‘ure to differ from Dr. Cohen—™ profess- 
ing the Jewish religion in this one mat- 
ter of marriage. as required by the Act.” 

It is highly significant that Sec. 22 of 
the Marriage and Registration Act, 1856 
(which extends the privilege to the 
Reform Synagoguc) describes members 
of that synagogue as persons “ profess- 
ing the Jewish religion, and being mem- 
bers of the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews.” (My italics). Members 
of synagogues affiliated to Berkeley Street 
are simplatly described, as persons 
“ professing the Jewish religion, and 
being in connexion with the West Lon- 
don Synagogue.” (My italics). More- 
over, by that section, the secretaries of 
such synagogues have the same duties in 
relation to the registration of marriages 
between persons professing the Jewish 
religion’ as under the Act of 1836 are 
performed by marriage secfetaries certi- 
fied by the President of the Board. (My 
italics). 

It is quite clear, therefore, that Parlia- 
ment regards Reform Jews as persons 
“ professing the Jewish religion” and 
treats their marriages—-despite any devia- 
tions from Jewish law—as “ conform- 
able to the usages of persons professing 


the Jewish religion.” (Sec. 31, Act of

Sirn,-Owing to my absence in Israel, 
I am only now able to reply to Mr. 
Maurice W. Domb's ketter published in 
your issue of May 27. It appears that 
Mr. Domb is inconsistent in his views. 
On the one hand he asserts that the 
World Jewish Congress has interfered in 
the “sternal affairs of British: Jewry ” 
by (a) tendering evidence to the Portier 
Commission on the law of hbel. and ib) 
by sending a telegram to the Home Secre- 
tary on the occasion of the recem fascist 
procession in North London. On_ the 
other hand, he is deeply concerned with 
the question of “ whether. if it affiliated 
to the Congress. the Board would be 
permitted to continue many of its tradi- 
tional activMies, as for instance con- 
cerning itself with the Peace Treaties 
“in consultation with other Jewish 
organisations. 

These statements would seem to indi- 
cate that Mr. Domb demands even before 
the Board's affiliation that the World 
Jewish Congress should abstain from any 
intervention related to the Angio-Jewish 
Community, even if the questions in- 
volved are also the concern of Jewish 
communities outside this tsland, and even 
if the World Jewish Coneress has been 
aciing solely on behall of ‘its member- 
ship in Great Britain and in full accord- 
ance with the genera! lines of the Board's 
policy.

Domb would not shrink. after affilhation.

CHARITY CO-ORDINATION 


For many years THe Jewisn Curonicie 
has pressed for the co-ordination and 
centralisation of charitable efforts of 
those organisations raising money for 
causes needing financial assistance The 
Deserving Charities Organisation has 
found that charities suffer financially by 
charitable functions taking place on the 
same day.

Jewish Cookery 


GOOSEBERRIES 


If a litth bicarbonate of soda is added 
when stewing berries, less sugar will 
be needed. To 1 ib. fruit allow 4 /evei 
teaspoonful. 

Tor and tail the gooseberries, put them 
in a saucepan with 4-4 pt. water (the 
amount of water depending on how _ 
and juicy the frum 1s) and bring to the 
boil ; inkle in the bicarbonate of soda 
and when it has finished frothing add 
sugar to taste and continue cooking tl! 
the fruit is quite soft. 


Gooseberry Fool. Sicve the stewed 
gooseberries and mix with an equal 
quantity thick bowled custard. 


Gooseberry Whip. Sicw | |b. goose- 
berries with very lithe water, sweeten to 
taste. then rub through a sieve. Add the 
stiffiy-whipped whites of 2 eggs and a 
few drops green colouring; whisk another 
5 minutes and serve in individual! glasses. 

Gooseberry Charlotte. Grease a fire- 
pfoof dish and put in a thick layer of 
fresh breadcrumbs, then a layer of 
stewed gooséeberties. Repeat the layers 
and top with breadcrumbs. Sprinkle 
with brown sugar, dot with margarine, 
and bake in a moderate oven ull the top 
is browned——about 30 minutes. 


Baked Gooseberry Pudding 


Suet or short crust, 4 Ib.; gooseberries. 
1 margarine or dripping, oz.; 
brown sugar, } o7.: water, 4 teacup. 

Sparap the fat thickly over the bottom 
and sides of a pudding basin, then 
sprinkle liberally wih brown sugar and 
line with pastry 

Top and tail gooseberries and fill the 
basin. sprinkling the sugar im between; 
pour in 4-4 teacup cold water and cover 
with crust Twist a greased paper over 
the top and bake in .a moderate oven for 
about 14 hours. Turn out on to a hot 
dish and serve at once. 


Gooseberry Sponge 


Pui a good layer of gooseberries 
(topped. tailed, and cut in halves) in the 
bottom of a greased baking dish, sprinkic 
with sugar, and add tablespoontuls 
wate ove! wiih sponge mitcure 
spread evenly. and bake m a modcraic 
oven (400 Regulo No: 5) for abow 
SO minutes. 


Sponge Mixture. Beat 2 oz. margarine 
and 2 oz. sugar ull soft and creamy: add 
a lightly-Deaten egg, then 4 sell- 
raising flour and a spoonful or two of! 
milk or water to form a soft dropping 
consistency. 


Gooseberry Crumble 


Siewed gooseberries. | !b.: flour. 
4‘oz.; sugar, 14 oz.: margarine, 14 oz 

Put the gooseberries in a greased bak- 
ing dish. Mix the flour and sugar and 
then rub in the margarine. Sprinkle 
over the gooseberries and bake jin a quick 
oven tor about 30 minutes.

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RESTITUTION LAWS 
IN GERMANY 


[By a Jewisn Reporter) 


Dr. Berthold Mosheim, speaking to the 
Association of Democratic Lawyers from 
Germany. on Monday, at 169a, Pinchicy 
Road. N.W.3, on the “ Law on Restitu- 
tion for the British Zone.” drew com- 

isons with the law in the American 


In both laws the claimant was a person 
who was either persecuted sonally, or 
who belonged to a group persons who 
had been persecuted by the Nazis. such 
as Jews or persons regarded and treated 
as Jews by the Nazis; the defendant was 
the person who was a te possessor 
of whatever was clai 

The presumption was in favour of the 
claimant but the defendant could dispute 
the claam on the grounds thai he had 
paid the normal price, provided the trans- 
action took place before September 15. 
1935 (the date of the Nuremberg anti- 
racial laws). For transactions after that 
date the defendant would have to prove 
that they would have taken place even 
if the Nazi régime had not existed. or 
that the defendant had done something 
exceptional to further the emigration of 
the claimant. 


. Transactions Void 


According to the American law. trans- 
actions which had taken place aficr Sep- 
iember 15, 1935. coukd be made void by 
a declaration by the claimants 

No such declaration was necessary 
under British law. and every deprivation 
was hable to lead to restitution. Ameri- 
can law relaxes that liability when circum- 
stances surrounding the confiscation were 
aggravated. 

If the two parties did not reach aerce- 
ment, the case would be taken up by the 
Restitution Chamber of. the competent 
German Court. The parties could then 
appeal to the German Court of Appea! 
A Board of Review was to be set up by 
the Military Governments to supervise 
the proceedings at cvery stage 

So far as heirless: property was con- 
cerned, Trust Organisations were to be 
set up under German law. In the 


American Zone, Jewish successor orgam- 
sations had been established under Amer- 
can law.

“ We must never allow to go unchal- 
lenged the statements of those who would 
establish group prejudices,” said Canon 

J. Fitzgerald, of Stepney. who gave 
the fourth of the series of talks at Toyn- 
bee Hall, E.. organised by the Council!

Canon Fitzgerald, who dealt with the 
subject of “ Living Toecther in 
London,” spoke of the very large and 
cosmopolitan population in the East End.

always met with bitter opposition. Yet 
tney proved themselves gicat and priceless 
ass@s to the community. The far-secing 
citizens looked ahead and foresaw the 
value which they would have, and they 
were right. For hitth by little ‘this hos- 
tihty had always disappeared 

In hes references to the influx of Jew- 
ish mmmuigrants to the East End, to whose 
mdustry and enterprise he paid hich 
tribute, the speaker said that those who 
worked for Jews to-day would agree with 
him when he said that they bore no 
relauonship whatever to the legend of the 
Jewish sweat shop. He conhdently pre 
dicted that the new tensions would come 
to an end

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MEMORIAL SERVICE FOR 
RABBI DR. DAICHES

When he looked back on the life of 
the late Dr. Daeiches, concluded the 
speaker, he saw in him an exemplar of 
ihe attempt to mierpret and live a hfe 
m accordance with those spiritual! teach- 
mes embodied im our Bible, and con- 
firmed by our Jewish history.

TALENTED GIRL PIANIST 
Product of Warsaw Conservatoire

Esghteen-year-old Maria Sobol, of War- 


saw, came here two years ago, with no 
material resources, but with a great dea! 
ol musical talent, plenty of determination 
and a load of concentration camp suffcr- 
ing behind her 

Maria (whose playing was reviewed in 
a criucal notice in last week's Jewisu 
CHRONICLE) studied at-the famous War- 
saw Conservatoire of Music, and was 
regarded there as a child prodigy—-at the 
age of six she had already played a 
Movart concerto public. 

Then the war came; the Conservatoire 
had to closé its doors, and Maria's musi- 
cal studies came to an abrupt end. 

Since that day until the Wberation she 
never touched a key-board. But such are 
her natural gifts for the piano that when 
she played to me the other day, | was 
impressed by her fine technique and the 
depth of feeling she infuses into every 
note. 

Maria was in two concentration camps 
and she knows what it is to stand upright! 
in a tightly-packed cattle truck for three 
days and nights without food or water. 
She can also tell you about her life in the 
Resistance Movement, and of her experi- 
ences in the Warsaw Ghetto, where she 
took part in the great rising. 

When she was Wherated the first thing 
she did was to search for a piano. The 
American military authorities took an 
interest in her playing, and she took part 
in a number of concerts that were given 
for the Jewish Orphans’ Home near 
Linz. She also played extensively to the 
Allied troops and in displaced persons 
camps. 

In Vienna the British Consul made 
arrangements for her to come to England.

AARON COPLAND 


The visit to this country of the eminent 
American composer, Aaron Copland. has 
been marked by several broadcasts. in- 
cluding a talk by Copland himself, and 
Culmjnating in a fine performance of his 
Third Symphony (described by Copland 
atterwards as “ brilliant by the B.BA 
Symphony Orchesira under Sir Adrian 
Boult. Copland’s music is not casy to 
come to terms wih, and the writer. on 
single hearings of several works. feels 
unable to give an authoritative opinion 
But several things stand out, first, sin- 
cerity, secondly, an undefinable but none 
the less certain “ American-ness,” and. 
lasily, a harmonic idiom wherein lies 
Copland’s remarkable individuality, and 
which forms the chief sumbling block to 
a ready and rapid appreciation of his 
music. But let there be no mistake,

SHANGHAI REFUGEE 
[By a Jewrsn CHRONICLE Reporter’ 


Afier spending over ten years in 
Shanghai and the Par Fast. Mr. Max 
Wolff. a 75-year-old German refugec. has 
arrived in London. 

The small Shanghai Jewish Community 
he told me, had treated him very well and 
had been very generous to the refugees 

His experiences in the Far East—he was 
a diamond dealer—had convinced him, 
he said, that no people were more fair 
and kindly than the English. He had 
come to love and admire the English 
wherever he met them and they, too, had 
trusted him 

He was very sorry that the United 
States had not agreed to accept the small 
number of refugees in China. He him- 
self had been told that he was too old 
to go there. He had left Shanghai before 
the arrival of the Communists and 
had travelled to Hong Kong, whence he 
had taken a ‘plane for England. 

The Chinese seemed to be kind and had 
treated the refugees with understanding 
While in China. he said. he had suffered 
from malaria. and now he has lost al! his 
possessions. He mw broken in health and 
is living with a niece in the East End of 
London

STATES 


Israel Protests to U.N. 


[from our United Nations Correspondent| 


Lake Success 
The Israci Government on Monday 
filed a formal protes: with the United 
Nations Security Counci! against Britain s 
decision to resume the dispatch of 
arms to the Arab Siaies. in a letter 
to the President of the Security Coun- 
cl, Mr. Aubrey Eban. the Israch dele- 
gatc, uttered a warning that Britain's 
promise of arms at ihis stage. when the 
Arabs were not fully complying with the 
Councils plan for peace negotiations, 
might prove a blow to peace prospects 
and the Lausanne talks. 
letter made the following points: 


(1) Under Article 103 of the U.N. 
Charter, Britain's obligation to carry out 


the Council's embargo was greater than 
Britain's treaty obligation io supply arms 
to the Arab Siates 

(2) Such arms shipments were especi- 
ally madvisable now. when the Arabs 
were reluctant to negotiate Peace terms. 

(3) Breain’s contention that such arms 
would be used only domestically could 
not hold water after the Arab invasion 
of Palestine 7 

{[Articte 103 of the U.N. Charter states: 
‘In the event of a conflict between the 
obligations of the members of the United 
Nations under the present Charter and 
their obligations under any other inter- 
national agreement, thei obligations 
under the present Charter shal! prevail.”’]

the Jewish State. The basic line of Israc!'s 
foreign policy was to remain faithful to the 
United Nations, and “on no account to 
identify ourselves with one world bloc in 
opposition to another 

We wam peace with the Arab States, 
but we shall now buy peace at any price. 
said Mr. Sharett. The chances of peace in 
the near future were nebulous, and were 
not helped by the world campaign of 
defamation, jouned by the Roman Catho- 
lic Church against Isracl, using the Holy 
Places as an excuse. A Jewish Siate 
without Jerusalem was not feasible. 

False reports of alleged dangers to 
Christian Holy Places were being spread, 
he said. This propaganda was based on 
falsehood and was intended to create ten- 
sion between Isracl and the Catholic 
Church. The interests of Christianity, he 
added, were not being ignored by the 
Israchi Government. 

He rejected the recent American 
demands for territorial concessions. The 
Government and people of Israel, he said, 
would never agree to this. 

The Lausanne talks, Mr. Sharett con- 
tinued, had reached deadlock because 
the Arabs came determined to negotiate 
solely on the question of refugees and not 
to discuss peace 

The Foreign Minister concluded by say- 
ing that Israel had no expansionist amb:- 
tons nor intent'to profu from the ruin of 
others. He hoped that Arab leaders would 
eventually realise this and co-operate for 
general development. 

In the debate which followed, 
Menachem Beigin (Cherut) strongly 
attacked what he described as the Govern- 
ments concilatory attitude to foreign 
political interests.

The Finance Mimister stated that 
tourists from abroad were bringing in 
1.£500,000 monthly, mostly in dolars. 

The Israeli Government plans to 
reduce the cost of living by 25 per cent, 
Mr. Kaplan said in his budget speech. 
During May. as a result of the price con- 
trol measures recently taken, the price 
index was reduced by 12 points, and now 
stands at 359, as compared with 336 in 
May, 1948, and 271 two years ago. Prices 
in hotels and restaurants, and the cost 
of transport and building materials have 
all been lowered. he said.

FIRST U.N. REPORT 
ON PEACE TALKS 


Arabs Ready for Direct 
Conversations 7

LAUSANNE, Wednesday 

The United Nations Conciliation Com- 
mission has dispatched its first report on 
the Lausanne conference to the 
Secretary-General al Success. At 
the same time, Dr. Walter Eytan, the 
Isracli representative, reported to the 
Commission on his visit to Tel Aviv and 
made the suggestion that the Comm.ssion 
should reconsider its own method of 
work in order to reach some results. 

Meanwhile, the Americans are hcking 
their wounds. They feel sore. They 
feel like the desperate —s who 
played his ace too soon. hey were so 
confident that Tel Aviv could not ignore 
President Truman's very firm letter 

Israel's reply did not smooth tempers 
here. It was polite, frendly, and un- 
bending. tk recailed that an American 
proposal for territorial compensation 
had been put to the General Assembly 
last autumn and rejected, that the 
Assembly resolution called for the fre- 
Pairiation of relugees aS soon as Was 
practicable, and, furthermore, that this 
request was linked with three others, 
namely, that a peace settiement be nego- 
uated, that an international plan tor 
Jerusalem be worked out, and that 
Middle East economic development be 
discussed 


Jewish Proposals 


An aimost identical siatement was 
made by Dr. Eytan before the Com- 
mission when he returned from Tel Aviv. 
He proposed to the Commission that it 
set up five working committees for the 
five topics which it was instructed to deal 


with, and prepare the ground for the 
direct talks He suegesied that the 
armustice agreements be taken as a basis 


for further conversations The Com- 
mission did not receive. these suggestions 
with'any marked enthusiasm but promised 
to consider their worth

The Jewish Community here is gravely 
concerned over the trial and the Hun- 
garian Government's attitude in general. 
According to rumours, the authorities 
have been demanding a ransom for each 
Jew permitted to leave Hungary. The 
money was to be paid in dollars. These 
rumours have not been officially denied. 

The detention of the Zionist leaders 
took place afier several hundred 

illegal “ emigrants had been stopped 
at the frontier by Hungarian Security 
Police. Evidence obtained from the 
refugees led to the arrest of the alleged 
orgamsers of the movement. For over 
a fortnight the leaders were held incom- 
municado, but this week, for the first 
time, the Ministry of Justice allowed 
their lawyers to visit them in prison. 

As mm other public trials, the Press will 
be admitted, and certain Jewish organi- 
sations are expected to have their own 
observers present. 

It is worth noting that the Jewish 
represemative organisations in Hungary 
recently sssued a statement. distributed 
by Hungarian Embassies abroad. refutin 
allegations made by the American Jewi 
Committee of retigious discrimination 
against Jews in Hungary.

British Envoys to Meet

A conference of British diplomatic 
representatives in the Middie East will 
be held in London in the last week of 
July. 

The objects of the conference will! be 
to consider developments in the Middle 
East since the last similar conference 
which was held in 1945; to review the 
progress made in assisting countries in 
the Middle East in economic and socia! 
matters, particularly through the Middle 
East Office in Cairo; and to discuss other 
matters such as the Arab refugees 
problem. 

The 1945 conference was held to discuss 
Britain's position in the Middle East area. 
the conditions which arose as a result 
of the war, and the contribution Britain 
could make to the stability of the area. 
As a result, the Middle East Office, with 
Sir John Troutbeck at tts head, Was set 
up in Cairo. to assist any schemes to 
improve social and economic conditions 
in the Arab States. 

The July conference will: be attended 
by Mr. Bevin, Sir William Strang, Per- 
manent Foreign Under-Secretary, who 1s 
expected to arrive back in London. this 
week-end from his tour of the Near East. 
officials of the Middle East Department 
of the Foreign Office, the British diplo- 
matic representatives in Iran, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Lebanon, Israel, Trans- 
jordan and Egypt. the Governor of Aden.
